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I spoke of a recent occasion to Count Sforza about 
the increased activity which has lately been apparent on 
the part of the organisers of Jewish illegal emigratien 
from Italy, and referred to the continued importance 
which my government attached to preventien ef this 
traffic. At the Minister's suggestion, I am now writing 


to summarise the points made in our conversation. 


2. In the last six weeks since Mr. Bevin mentioned 
this subject to Count Sforza in Lenden about one thousand 
Jews are known to have succeeded in reaching Palestine 
ilegally from Italy, and a large number ef ships sus- 
pected of cemplicity in such traffic have been reported 
in Italian waters. These ships, which have been making 
use of Italian ports, are most prebably waiting for 
favourable epportunities of embarking emigrants clandes-— 
tinely, and there seems therefore to be a likelihood 

of considerable further attempts ef this sert in the 
near future. Anether disturbing factor is that Zienist 
erganisers are believed to be trying te smuggle arms 
from-this country te Palestine, and seme of the ships in 
questien are therefore prebably intended to be used for 


this purpose. 
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36 In the circumstances I felt bound to express my 
hope that the Italian Government would in certain respects 
intensify the measures which are being taken te frustrate 
these activities. I recalled that suspect ships, whose 
names are regularly communicated under existing arrange- 
ments to your Ministry, have nevertheless been able te 
ply constantly between various Italian ports, and that, 
thought they are kept under observation, little ebstacle 
seemed to have been placed in the way of their movement. 
In certain cases it appeared that warning of these ships' 
identity had only reached Italian port authorities after 
some delay. Moreover, it was noteworthy that several 
such ships flew the Italian flag, which as your Ministry 
had previously made clear, would have made them all the 
More amenable to measures of control by the Italian 


authorities. 
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4. I also drew the Minister's attention to the fact 

that these ships were owned in many cases by Italians who 
have been néoriously engaged in organising the illegal 
transport of Jews. Full details of the activities of 
these ship-owners would be given to the Italian Govern- 
ment, and I ventured to suggest that seme sanctions should 
be considered against this large-scale organisatien of 
illegal activity in Italian territory. I mentioned 
particularly the name of one Stefano d'Andria, regarding 
whem I can give you details of what we suspect. 
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5. I feel sure that there is no need for me to stress the 
damage which further illegal immigratien, not to mention 

the smuggling ef arms, would be liable te cause to the 
troubled situation in Palestine in the coming critical months 
there. This danger was referred to in a debate in the 

House of Commons on the l2rh December by Mr. Bevin, whe

The contents of Your Ecellency's note No.12156-37-1 
of January 10th were at once conveyed to His Majest;'s Principal §

The Minister of Defence showed to the 
Secretary of State this morning a copy of 
#0. telegram No.263 to New York, in which

Disposal of Pan Crescent and Pan York. 


I understand that the Minister of Defence drew 
attention this morning to our telegram No. 263 to New 
York (copy attached), and that the Secretary of State 
instructed us to ask the Colonial Office for an ex- 
planation of the statement that H.M. Government would 
be willing to release from detention the Pan Crescent 


and the Pan York. 


I am informed by the Colonial Office that these two 
ships have not been confiscated, but are under temporary 
detention in Cyprus. They will have to be released some- 
time, and we are quite unable to make use of them our- 
selves before their release because they are detained 
under Cyprus legislation whih is not valid outside 


territorial waters. 


The Secretary of State has told the House of 


Comnons that we wish to empty the Cyprus camps before 
the lst August. This means that the detained immigrants
